Esperanto Defeats Canadian

THEY SAIL BEAM TO 
BEAM IN FIRST LEG 


Both Craft Well Handled in 
13-Knot Breeze — Crews 
Are Made Up of Fishermen 
From East Coast.

HALIFAX, Oct. 30.—The Ameri- 


can schooner Esperanto today won 
the” first race in the international 
fishermen’s regatta off Halifax har- 
bor by about two miles. She will 
meet the Canadian contender Dela- 
wana again Monday in another con- 
if she is victorious for 


Making up half a minute she lost 
at the start, the sturdy New England 
fishing smack breezed along into the 
lead within the first 10 miles and 
when half the distance had been 
covered appeared a sure winner. The 
Yankee craft, when she headed into 
Halifax Harbor for the finish line, 
was 20 minutes ahead of her rival 
and made for the Nova Scotian port 
like a horse for his own stable. 

She crossed the finish line 18 min- 
utes and 28 seconds ahead of her 
rival by officia’ time. 

Nova Scotian skippers who 
watched today’s contests concéded 
the superiority of the Gloucester 
boat in every point of sailing and 
admitted that if Monday’s race, as 
was today’s, is sailed in moderate 
weather the Canadian two-sticker 
has little chance af showing her 
heels to Capt. Marty Welch’s craft. 

The fishermen sailed over the 40- 
mile, five-legged course, beginning 
and ending in Halifax Harbor off 
Point Pleasant Breakwater. There 
was no anxious waiting for computa- 
tion of time allowance, handicap 
time and other technicalities which 
went with the America’s Cup races. 
It was a boat-for-boat race and the 
craft that slid over the finish line 
first won without the aid of loga- 
rithms. 

Start Is in a Good Breeze. 

Whipped along by a freshening 10- 
knot breeze from the southwest, 
when the boats started at 9 a. m., the 
Lunenburg craft swept across the 
starting line at 9:00:45 official time, 
82 seconds ahead of the Gloucester- 
mata 

Five Turning Points. 

The fishermen started on a six- 
mile stretch to the outer automatic 
buoy, another reach. After their 
course called for a-10-mile run to 
the bell buoy off Shut-in Island, 
northeast of Halifax, with an l11- 
mile: beat to the inner automatic 
buoy and a six and a half mile broad 
reach back to the starting line. 

On the first leg, which was al- 
most a dead heat, the two schoon-‘ 
ers ghosted along easily, with every 
inch of white canvas gleaming in 
the morning sun. After the start 
was made the breeze increased to 13 


knots and it seemed likely they 
would finish within the nine-hour 
limit. 


On the first few miles, the Cana- 
dian was to jieeward of the Ameri- 
can, but after Herring Cove had 
been passed, Capt. Tom Himmel- 
man worked the Delaware through 
her rival’s lee.. Both craft were 
logging about nine knots. 

Shortly after the start, Esperanto 
edged up to windward of Delawana 
and the schooners started on the 
first leg of their 40-mile course close 
hauled, beam to beam.

By the Associated Press. 
HE President and Mrs. Wil- 
Tison voted today in the pres- 
idential election. They 
marked their ballots at the 
White House and mailed them to 
Princeton, N. J., where the Pres- 
ident heretofore has gone each 

election day to vote. 

Nine other ballots also were 
forwarded to New Jersey today 
from the White House, those 
voting by mail including Secre- 
tary Tumulty and Mrs. Tumulty, 
Dr. Stockton Axson, a brother of 
Mr. Wilson’s first wife, Charles 
Swem, the President’s private 
stenographer, and other attaches 
of the White House. 

These were the first ballots 
ever cast by Mrs. Wilson and 
Mrs. Tumulty and they were 
among the first of the great army 
of women enfranchised by the 
nineteenth amendment to vote in 
the 1920 election. The ballots 
from New Jersey were forward- 
ed to the White House early this 
week by request. 


WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY = 
STUDENTS IN STRAW VOTE 


Total of 1117 Ballots Cast—Women 
and Faculty Give Cox 
Majority. 

Harding carried Washington Uni- 
versity over Cox by 16 votes out of 
a total of 1117 cast in a straw vote 
there yesterday, but Cox carried the 


faculty by 11 votes out of 57 and 
won among the*women of the unl- 
versity by one vote out of 349. 
Breckinridge Long, Democratic nom- 
inee for the United States Senate, 
led Benator Spencer by 24 votes, 
and Arthur M. fiyde, Republican 
nominee for the governorship, led 
John M. Atkinson, Democrat, by 40 
votes. 

The balloting was conducted by 
the Pre-Legal Club of first-year law 
students under the direction of W. 
W. Hollingsworth, professor of polit- 
ical science at the university, and 
lasted all day, three ballot boxes 
and typewritten ballots being used 
The women cast their votes sepa- 
rately from the men to enable-an 
analysis of the count. 

The total vote of the university 
on the candidates for the presidency 
was as follows: Harding, 550; Cox, 
534; Debs (Socialist), 24; Christen- 
sen (Farmer-Labor), 9. 

The women voted on Cox ‘and 
Harding as follows: Cox, 175; Hard- 
ing, 174. The men on the same two 
candidates voted: Harding, 354; Cox, 
326. 

The faculty vote was as follows: 
Cox, 33: Harding, 22; Christensen, 2. 

The other ballots were cast as fol- 
lows: Hyde, 576; Atkinson, 636; 
Long, 569; Spencer, 645.

Sixty Per Cent Falling Off in 
Orders Causes Buick Unit 
to Reduce Force. 


The entire force of about 900 em- 
ployes at the Buick unit of the Gen- 
eral Motors Co., Union boulevard 


and Natural Bridge avenue, was idle 
today, following notice of an indefi- 
nite “lay-off,” and J. S. Hunt, chief 
executive of the manufacturing divi- 
sion here, said that in the Chevrolet 
unit of the plant the force had been | 
reduced from 1400 to about 700. The 
other unit of the plant, the St. Louls 
Manufacturing Co., which makes 
automobile bodies, is not now in: 
operation. 

Last March 3000 persons were em- 
ployed at the General Motors plant, 
but this number was reduced to 1400 
about Ort. 1. When the Buick unit 
opened Sept. 25 tt employed about 
$00 men, most of whom, according 
to L. E. Kurtz, general manager of 
the Buick plant, were men who for- 
merly had worked at the Chevrolet 
plant. 

Plant Up With Orders. 

General Manager Hunt today said 
the reason for Irying off men at the 
Chevrolet unit was that the factory 
had caught. up with its orders. No 
orders are now coming in through 
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the St. Louts sales force, he said, 
and the falling off in the Gomand | 
for machines has made it necessary | 

to reduce the force to about 700 men | 
who aro still on the payroll, and 
will work as the orders come in. 
Hunt said there had been a reduc- 
tion of 60 per cent in the volume of 
orders as compared with last Au- 
gust before the first reduction in 
the force was made. 

Manager Kurtz of the Buick unit 
confirmed the laying off of about 
900 men last night and said one rea- 
son was that shipping difficulties had 
delayed the receipt of material need- 
ed in the factory. | 

Workmen at the plant said that 
while several hundred men were still 
nominally on the company’s payroll, 
only about 100 were actually at work 
today. 

Capacity Never Reached. 

When the plant began operations 
early this vear it was announced) 
that & would have a working-~- ca- 
pacity of 6000 employes, but that 
figure was never reached. 

General Manager Hunt today said 
the approach of the election had 
nothing to do with the laying off of 
men. This, he said, was prompted 
solely by business conditions. He 
said he expected a return to normal 
conditions about Jan. 1. The planr 
is run on the open shop plan.

315,018 CITY’S REGISTRATION; 


No Provision Made by Board for 
Separate Tabulation of Men’s 
and Women’s Votes. 

The complete St. Louis registra- 
tion for next Tuesday’s election is 
315,018. Before the special registra- 
tion last Wednesday and Thursday 
for those who were absent or ill on 
the regular registration days the to- 
tal was 311,410, of whom 125,000 
were women. 

The special registration added to 
the list 3314.absentees, 258 invalids 
and 36 whose names were placed on 
the lists by Court orders. The total 
supplemental registration was 3608. 
No separate record was kept to show 
the number of men and women reg- 
istered Wednesday and Thursday. 

In the arrangements for the elec- 
tion no provision has been,made for 
separate tabulation of the votes of 
men and women, so that the returns 
how the women’s 
votes are divided ag to presidential 
tickets. 

Members of the Board of Elec-, 
tion Commissioners today said it 
would be impossible at this date to. 
make provision for such a division | 
of the vote in tabulating it. In 
some states the ballots given to men 
and women will be of different 
color.

» France Raises Obstacles. 

France, in turn, is refusing to fix 
Germany's reparations and {s other-| 
wise putting obstacles in the path of) 
resumption of German industry be- 
cause she fears that in 10 to 20 years, 
Germany will 


rise once more to) 
commercial power which will place 
her in position to again threaten 
France. 

France declares that she resigned 
certain safeguards against Germany 
which she would have placed in the 
peace treaty, such as possession of 
the right bank of the Rhine, because 
America injected her ideals into the 
terms of the peace treaty. France, 
in bowing to American ideals, placed 


many in the League of Nations. She 
feels that the league is not potent 
without American participation, but 
would be inclined to fix a German 
indemnity and permit German in- 
dustry to go forward the moment 
that the United States becomes a sig- 
natory to the covenant of the league. 
- This will permit Germany to cor- 
rect her internal disorders and ward 
off an alliance with Russia and Bol- 
shevism which is no winvited and 
seems imminent. 

“I went to Europe,” Filene said, 
“to bring together new facts that 
would warrant our country extend- 
ing euch credit to Europe on such a 
scale as would make possible Eu- 
rope getting back to work to fight 
starvation, idleness and Bolsheyism, 
which now threaten it. I found po- 
litical and social conditions too dan- 
gerous to warrant further credit un- 
less our country, which tis the key- 
stone of the arch of the peace treaty, 
co-operates in Europe to steady con- 
ditions, This co-operation can be 
only practically possible under pres- 
ent conditions by our taking our full 
share in the League of Nations, for 
whose creation we were responsi- 
ble.” 

Address to Chamber. 


Before the Chamber of Commerce, 
Filene explained the conditions in 
Europe in detail, quoting many lead- 
ers in both France and Germany. 
He sald: 

“In my conferences in Berlin I 
found that discussions began and 
ended with the indemnity question. 
There was general agreement that, 
until the indemnity was fixed, no 
real progress toward German indus- 
trial reconstruction could be made, 
and until Germany had an tndustrial 
program no permanent solution of 
the capital-labor controversy could 
be reached. 

“I was told that the Germany of 
today deprived of Alsace-Lorraine 
(rightfully, as I belfeve) and of other 
territories rich in natural resources, 
and suffering from industrial de- 
pression, has a population of 15,000,- 
600 to 20,000,000 millions § greater 
than it can support. This estimate is

“I was told by a bank director)

that there was great danger of social | 
and poltical trouble in Germany, but} 
he did not seem to be seriously | 
alarmed over the possibility of a 
general outbreak of Bolshevism, say- 
ing that if the people can have work 
there will be only small local dis- 
turbances, as the Germans are rad- 
ical in theory, but not in practice. 
“Dr. Breitscheid, an independent 
socialist member of the Reichstag 
and editor of “Freiheit,” who is 
quoted a good deal in France, told 
me that Russian Bolshevist leaders 
are trying by all possible means to 
get control of the German radicals. 
He also said that this Bolshevist 
propaganda is being furthered by the 
German militarists, who believe that 
revolution would return them to 
power and keep them there because 
of the need for their technical mili- 
tary skill in the struggle with cap- 
italistic nations who would endeavor 
to crush Bolshevist Germany as they | 
have tried to crush Bolshevist 
Russia. . 
“This program is enough to 
give us pause even here in America. 
That {t is not an itmaginary pro- 
gram is evidenced by the fact that 
Dr. Breitscheid believes Germany 
would lose everything if it went Bol- 
shevist. He is strongly opposed to 
Bolshevism and has great confidence 
in the constructive policy of the In- 
dependent Socialist party, through 
which labor's aims can be obtained 
without revolution. Let us hope 
that his confidence is not misplaced. 


Sentiment in France. 

“From Berlin I returned to Parts, 
whero I had already spent several 
weeks.. I wanted to see how France 
viewed the hopelessness of Germany 
pending the settling of the indem- 
nity and the menace of Bolshevism. 

“T talked with one of the foremost 
bankers, telling him of what I had 
found to be Germany's sentiment 
about the Indemnity. He said, ‘Our. 
feeling is that Germany has never! 
yet shown the slightest good will 
about paying anything. She has not. 
yet made a single gesture toward! 
honestly paying a centime without. 
the threat of coercion. No one in_ 
France wants to kill Germany, Mili-| 
erand least of all.

"The French Minister of Com- 
merce told me that France's policy 
was to get the indemnity paid as 
they needed it in order to rebuild 
France.

“In summing up it seems to me 
that the European situation is clear- 
ly the following: Conditions are pre- 
vailing in all the countries which can 
only be remedied by international 
co-operation. 

“Take for instance my estimate of 
the French § situation. Germany 
caused the war. Germany caused 
enormous damages and losses, espe- 
cially to France. Therefore Ger- 
many ought to pay the biggest pos- 
sible indemnity to France. But the 
biggest practically possible indem- 
nity can only be pald by the biggest 
production by Germany. But France 
is afraid that if Germany again is al- 


lowed to produce to the fullest pos- | 


sible extent she will gain such eco- 
nomic and military power as to de- 
stroy France. Therefore France is 
afraid to let Germany work enough 
to pay the biggest {ndemnity. Yet 
France needs that indemnity, for be- 
sides the immense cost of the war 
and the huge war losses, she has 
passed laws by which the nation 
agrees to pay not only the direct, but 
all the indirect losses caused by the 
war in the devastated districts. If

The Soldan High School Patrons’ 
Association, at the end of a three

This vote defers any action on the 
matter until the organization shall 
vote to take the matter off the table. 
This may be done at any future 
meeting, but some of the members 
believed, after last night’s meeting, 
that the discussion would tend to die 
out, and that the matter might be 
allowed to lis on the table. The rea- 


_ gon for this belief was the statistical 


showing, as to the school standing of 

fraternity and sorority members, 

which Principal Powell made. 
Statistics Are Presented. 

The principal, with his essistant, 
h. F. Holden, spoke from 8:30 to 
10:15 p. m. He exhibited a series 
of charts, showing that 128 boys in 
Soldan were known to be members 
of fraternities, and 8&8 girls were 
known to be members of sororities. 
The total of known fraternity and 
scrority members, 216, is 12 per cent 
of the entire student body, which 
is 1820. This figure is for the whole 
echool year. He went on to show 
that among the students making 
honor grades, the fraternity-sorority 
students constitute only 6 per cent. 
On the other hand, he cited figures 
to show that of those who failed in 


two subjects, 23 per cent were from 


fraternities and sororities, and that 


_ of those failing in three or more sub- 


jects, the fraternity-sorority students 
are 14 percent. Of those failing in 
ene study, the fraternity-sorority 


. students constituted 19 per cent, he 


said. The general average on fail-

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The Issue Before the Voters

In peoples as in iffdividuals self-reliance 
is strength, dependence is weakness, and to 
be weak is to be at once unworthy and in- 
effective, These elementary truths long have 
pervaded the very souls of the American 
people, serving to guide them in great crises. 
Righteousness exalteth a nation. Freedom 
to act at the appropriaté moment for right- 
eous purposes is more than half the battle. 
If we Americans have faith in our own ideal- 
ism as that excellent attribute has been dem- 
onstrated consistently in the many years that 
have passed since this nation’s rebirth in the 
agony of civil war, we should guard most 
zealously the springs of action fed by that 
idealism, since they have produced a flood 
of honorable achievement. 

Ours is a forceful, a sinewy democracy. 
It hag had to toil continually with brain and 
arm to erect, stone by stone, the immense 
structure that has become the most powerful 
nation on earth. If at the building there fre- 
quently arose a babel of v vices, at least there 
was at all times a great inspiration to sweet- 
en the labor, and there were leaders strong 
with the strength of an honest, a self-sacri- 
ficing purpose. And the work was truly co- 
operative, representative, vital with popular 
impulse. Even flaws in plan or in workman- 
ship were so much the people’s own that 
these were taken to heart and made of per- 
manent value thereafter as examples of dem- 
onstrated error. Of late years, however, our 
tugging, sweating, hard muscled democracy 
has been subjected to occult inspirational 
treatment. In these years it has tugged and 
sweated on faith. For it has been continu- 
ally admonished to get its decisions ready 
made from the White House, to substitute 
for the sum of countless individual judg- 
ments a specially fabricated judgment guard- 


ed from analysis or revision by mystic ‘‘faith. 


in the President.’’ But this, manifestly, was 
patriarchism, not democracy; patriarchism 
that merged into autocracy, since it was ap- 
plied through the driving force of the na- 
tional administration. 

The patriarchal manner has a compelling 
emotional appeal when well put on. It car- 
ried the President through the war period 
with extraordinary facility in spite of such 
appalling developments as’national unpre- 
paredness for war, unpreparedness projected 
through many long and anxious months of 
imminent peril of war; monstrously burden- 
some war taxation devised and imposed by 
the party of which the President was in full 
control, and colossal waste of war funds by 
the war-making branches of the President's 
administration. Patriarchism failed him, 
however, when two years ago, the President 
called apon the American people to elect a 
Democratic Congress in order that tho exec- 
utive might go on working his will in legisla- 
tive as in administrative affairs. Fortunate- 
ly for the nation, his autocratic rule was not 
permitted by the voters to continue that 
enormous spread of power over the nation’s 
destinies. 

In spite of the adverse verdict returned 
by Americans at the polls in November, 1918, 


the President a few weeks later made him- — 


self the sole authority in negotiating peace 
for the nation, the sole authority in deciding 
for tho nation the terms on which it should 
agree to join with other powers in guaran- 
teeing world peace. Having made in Paris, 
on his individual judgment, decisions for the 
whole American people bearing upon innum- 
erable grave questions; having done there 
everything in his power to commit the Amer- 
fean nation irrevocably to tremendous obli- 
gations involving both foreign and domestic 
policy, he returned to Washington to Insist 
that the Senate ratify his decisions without 
modification. 

The Daily News has held throughout the 
long controversy over the covenant of the 
league of nations that it would be a calam- 
ity to bind the United States to the unqual- 
ified terms of that formidable instrument. It 
has held that the interests of the nation and 
the world must be safeguarded by a con- 
siderable number of carefully framed reser- 
vations, modifying the terms of the cove- 
nant. The reservations that it deems essen- 
tial are included in the so-called Lodge pro- 
gram. In view, however, of the unbending 
attitude of the President, which he has suc- 
oeeded in forcing upon his party and his 
party’s candidate for President, Mr. Cox, 
The Dally News believes that Mr. Harding, 
while renewing his advocacy of ‘‘an associa- 
tion of nations for the promotion of inter- 
national peace,’’ is well advised in demand- 


eel 


ing a complete restudy and restatement of 
the subject of American participation in a 
world league to maintain world peace with 
justice. The conviction that there exists a 
better basis for peaceful penetration of the 
foreign strongholds of hatred and revenge 
than that provided by the treaty of Ver- 
sailles and the league covenant as it now 
stands has grown steadily in the passing 
months, deepening also in intensity as the 
study of world conditions and world needs 
has proceeded. 

Developments here and abroad indicate 
that the President’s demand that the Amer- 
ican people subscribe to a stereotyped core- 
nant of Buropean workmanship with ara- 
besque Wilsonian trimmings is an unwise and 
impossible demand. It will not suffice to 
point to the long array of nations that have 
subscribed to the covenant and ask why they 
accepted it if it be not altogether desirable. 
They had their own reasons for so doing, and 
as yet they have not succeeded in making it 
march. We Americans will accept it, or will 
not, for reasons of our own, reasons deemed 
sufficient by us. If we reject the present 
covenant that action will not be due to sel- 


fishness, as the President asserts, but to the 
promptings of true American idealism. 

The Democratic party, responding with 
notable docility to the coercive guidance of 


-President Wilson, demands in its national 


platform the acceptance of the covenant 
without material change. So does Mr. Cox, 
its nominee. Its most authoritative spokes- 
man, President Wilson, charges critics of the 
covenant with ‘‘gross ignorance and impu- 
dent audacity.’’ It is a shameful charge. It 
is leveled at very many sincere Americans. 
It smacks of intolerance. It is refuted by 
the reasoning of able minds here and abroad. 
It is an unpleasant backwash of the free 
flowing tide of self-sufficiency that carried 
the President, surrounded by his personally 
selected satellities, to the Paris peace confer- 
ence, there to exchange the specific pledges 
of his fourteen points for a league of nations 
so devised as to require the American people 
to guarantee the permanence of many glar- 
ing injustices embalmed in a harsh peace, 
Bitter words, now spoken against his oppo- 
nents by the executive who failed to force 
his will upon the nation are mere uncouth 
debris from a crumbling dictatorship. 

That dictatorship is, after all, the domi- 
nant issue of the present national campaign. 
It has been acclaimed by the democratic 
party and by Mr. Cox. Its shadow rests 
upon Mr. Cox’s candidacy with the ponder- 
able quality of a solid substance and it 
also saturates that candidacy with fluid 
thoroughness. Indeed, the movement to 
make Mr. Cox president upon an issue dic- 
tated by Mr. Wilson has come to mean, if 
not an attempted prolongation of the Wil- 
son regime, at least an effort to win an im- 
pressive popular vindication of its harm- 
ful policies and practices. Four years ago, 
in advocating the election of Mr. Hughes 
to the presidency, The Daily News said: 
‘*President Wilson not only has tamed, but 
he has drugged the democratic leaders of 
the present congress.’’ It said also of those 
and other democratic party leaders: ‘‘ The) 
have now so regulated their own little mer 
talities that these minor mechanisms kee) 
time in complete obedience with the thinkin 
machine in the white house. This synchro 
nism is beautifully harmonious, but it plays 
the mischief with representative govern 
ment.’’ That characterization still stands as 
applicable to the present situation. For the 
sake of sound democratic principles the Wil. 
sonian legend of infallibility should be re. 
jected by the voters on Nov. 2. 

Not merely, nor even chiefly, that there 
may be a redrafting from the American point 
of view of world peace formulas—though 
that is exceedingly important, as Mr. Hard. 
ing so earnestly insists—but mainly because 
the American people owe it to themselves 
and to their cherished system of democratic 
government to repudiate the heresy of one 
man rule, ts inevitable swarms of 

ve errors and costly deficiencies, its con- 
usions and fatuities, its putting of pe 
men in high places to be seen and not heard, 
The Daily News advises voters of independ- 
= minds to oppose the candidacy of Mr. 
ox. 

It has been the good fortune of Mr. Hard- 
ing in the present campaign to stand as the 
advocate of the nation’s return to true rep- 
resentative government.

bers of the coast guard crew sta- | 


tioned here, reported early today 
that no trace had been found of any 
of the “9 missing members of the 
crew of 30 who were on the concrete 
steamer Cape Fear when that vessel 
was sunk in Narragansett Bay last 
night in a collision with the Savan- 
nah line steamer City of Atlanta. 

The coast guardsmen searched all 
night, but found only quantities of 
wreckage. Points alo.ig the shore 
also reported wreckage, but there 
was no word of the meissing men. 
Both vessels carried only their 
crews. 

The Cape Fear was struck amid- 
ships and sank in three minutes, go- 
ing down bow first in 129 fathoms, 
the greatest depth in the bay. The 
City of Atlanta’s bow was damaged 
badly. Her bulkheads held, how- 
ever, and she anchored in the bay. 
The Cape Fear went down so quick- 
ly that the majority of the crew had 
to jump into the water. 

The Cape Fear was outward bound 
for Norfolk in ballast. The City of 
Atlanta was bound from Savannah 
for Providence with a cargo of pig 
fron. 

Capt. Garfield of the City of At- 
lanta, describing the accident, said 
that he picked up the lights of the 
Cape Fear and signaled with one 
whistle, which was answered. He 
was bearing steadily to port, he said, 
with plenty of clearance room when 
the Cape ‘ear swung 
across his bow, blowing two whistles 
as a signal after she had turned to 
cross to the other side. Capt. Gar- 
field said he ordered full speed 
astern, but could not avoid the col-

To Insure Good Milk. 
Toe the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

The only way to insure decent milk 
for St. Louis is to give the Health Depart- 
ment sufficient funds to place inspectors 
at the source of production. Unsanitary 
methods of production put something in 
milk other than bacteria, and pasteuriza- 
tion, while killing a part of the bacteria, 
does not kill all, nor does it take out the 
dirt. Bacteria are due to dirt or foreign 
substances in the first place. 

Of course, such a move will necessitate 
another tax burden, and it will also ne- 
cessitate constant vigil on the part of the 
consuming public to see that the inspec- 
tors are above taking a little loose change 
now and then from producers who want 
their farms to have a clean slate; neither 
should these inspectors be men who have 
no knowledge about what they are sup- 
posed to inspect. With money and back- 
bone, the Health Department could in- 
sure clean and wholesome milk to St. 
Louis within 10 days. 

If our well-meaning folks would study 
the situation a little closer and allow fair 
play to govern the setting of the price of 
milk, even to the extent of having an ar- 
bitrator, as some cities have, we.would 
not be forced to listen to recommenda- 
tions about powdered milk from city phy- 
sicians. If 75 per cent of the babies in 
St, Louis are breast-fed, such is a bless- 
ing, but after weaning and until growth 
is completed it is a social crime for chil- 
dren to be denied raw milk, and at this 
time the powered product will not suf- 
fice. 

It surely does not add to a city’s honor 
or good sense to deny its young a superior 
grade of milk. Suppose instead of a cru- 
sade for better milk a crusade be started 
to give the Health Department the need- 
ed funds, then see that it does the work 

properly. And-let the local organizations 
place their funds in a pool with the ad- 
vertising appropriations from the several 
distributors to conduct a worth-while 
campaign for an increased use of milk. 
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TUESDAY’S GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 


Unless the conditions governing the results of this 
year’s election differ greatly from those of past years, 
the adoption of the 13 amendments to the Constitu- 
tion must depend on the size of the affirmative vote 
for them cast in St. Louis.

One is 
amendment No. 15, authorizing a revision conven- 
tion and fixing the date for its meeting and making 
changes in the method of choosing delegates, so as 
to insure nonpartisan action. 

Unless certain restraints-in our present Constitu- 
tion are modified, we shall strike with short-range, 
ineffective weapons at causes of backwardism and re- 
proach. The sole legitimate source of past opposi- 
tion is removed in the provision for a nonpartisan 
body. This proposition should roll up a tremendous 
majority. 

The second yital amendment is No. 6, sanctioning 
& $60,000,000 loan for good roads. As creating a lien, 
not on tax revenue, but on automobile license fees, 
this is one of the most attractive financial proposi- 
tions ever submitted to the people of Missouri. It 
will meet a need so obvious and pressing as to be 
universally admitted. It will open inviting corridors 
through a State of scenic beauty and provide ade- 
quate avenues for the business and pleasure traffic 
of 3,400,000 people. 

The most-important local issue demanding decision 
from St. Louisans relates to the quality of the ma- 
terial to be selected for the local bench.

The Post-Dispatch presents its compliments to 
Miss Maude Evans of St. Louis. It took moral cour- 
age to beard the Thompson lion in his den. In such 
a test many of us, we are afraid, would have failed. 
We should have listened to the drowsy indictment 
without demurrer. And something besides moral 
courage was revealed. An intense love for her home 
city was shown—a loyalty that could not be silent 
under ridicule, ' 

The incident is something more than a Dit of 
vibrant color in the day’s news. St. Louis may have 
been asleep, but the sleeper has awakened. St. Louis 
could easily draw up an impressive list of industrial 
accomplishments, of patriotic achievements, of hu- 
manitarian enterprises carried out, of greater aspira- 
tions reflected in projects yet to be undertaken.

The Globe-Democrat says we have not fairly 
stated Senator Harding’s position as to the 
League of Nations, and it warns Senators John- 
son and Borah that we are going in. It says 
Senator Harding is for going in without article 
10, and makes out most of what he has said to 
mean that. It admits that he has at times 
used both strong and unwise terms in denuncia- 
tion of the league. We don’t think very much 
of this exposition. If the Democrats have not 
fairly stated Senator Harding's position, he is to 
blame for that. He has tried to steer a middle 
course between two factions of his party exactly 
opposed to one another upon the league issue. 
It has not always been easy for us to say where 
he stood, nor has it ever been easy for him to 
say that for himself. Still, not merely Democrats 
have understood him to be for staying out of 
the league. The Globe will recall that after his 
speech at Des Moines, a number of prominent 
Republicans, including Herbert Parsons left 
him and went over to Gov. Cox. Hamilton Holt 
editor of the Independent, amassed a list of 
some 150 such persons.

Certain individuals have _ tonal 
gaps, sections in the range of pitch 
where they are partially deaf. A 
candidate may be quite acute in all 
the musical scale except a certain 
octave, say, where he will be hard 
of hearing. Others have tonal is- 
lands, where their hearing is dull, 
save for a certain range of notes 
where they have excellent sense of 
intensity. 

Children and adults display little 
difference in sense of intensity. 
Training and practice seemingly do 
not develop the sense of intensity. 
The blind, it has been shown, do not 
develop unusual powers of hearing, 
but unusual ability to utilize normal 
hearing. 

ITCH and rhythm make up the 
P greater part of music. Rhythm 

is intensity plus time. Psychology 
has it that the powerful effects of 
rhythm are due to the correspond- 
ence of rhythms in the psyche out- 
side ryhthms. The qualities of the 
rhythms in the psyche are regulated 
by one’s sense of time. Can you 
maintain a beat in accurate time? If 
so, you will be powerfully influenced 
by the regularity or complexity of 
external musical rhythms, and also 
you will be able to play In correct 
rhythm. Important in all music, 
especially should you aspire to the 
profession of orchestra player. 

The candidate is called upon to 
tell which of two sounded intervals 
is the longer. The tests are repeat- 
ed until there is a clear determina- 
tion of the minimum time differ- 
ence that the candidate can discrim- 
inate. The score made will tell the 
candidate’s capacity in one of the 
two basic elements of rhythm. 

Rhythm as a whole may be tested 


by sounding a rhythmic series el 
notes with an appropriate mechan-| 
ism, thus two quarter notes and a 
half note thrown off somewhat. It 
be given in succession and then the 
half not thrown off somewhat. It 
can be easily ascertained how small 
an incorrectness of this sort the can- 
didate can sense.

But all rich musical tones 

carry overtones, and will give you 
irregular waves. In the vibration 


of a string, the fundamental tone is 
the vibration of the whole, but the! 
string will vibrate in halves, from 
“the middle to the two ends, while it 
vibrates as a whole, and the halves 
themselves will subdivide into vi- 
brating halves—these minor vibra- 
tions are the overtones. All timbre— 
all the beauty of orchestration, for 
instance—is based upon overtones. 
A person’s sense of timbre can be 
measured by his ability to hear over- 
tones. 

It is possible to take a series of 
pure-toned tuning forks of the prop- 
er pitches and sound them together 
with correct intensities so that one 
stands as the fundamental tone and 
the others as the overtones. The 
note of an oboe, with its many over- 
tones, or of a flute, with its fewer 
overtones, may thus be simulated. 
The candidate listens to a note so 
produced. The intensity of the sound 
of one of the overtone tuning forks 
is varied. A slight difference in 
timbre results. Can the candidate 
hear it? By such tests the sense of 
overtones and timbre can be meas- 
ured accurately. 

No person making a poor score in 
such a test can ever hope to become 
a good orchestra conductor or good 
orchestral composer. Nor can he 
cense the subtleties of good orchestra 
pasa. > a

Auditory space: The fall of sound | 
upon the two ears conveys 4 sense 
of direction and localization. This 
differs in individuals. The differ- 
ences between the two ears, which 
differences always exist, bear great- 
ly upon this. The sense of volume, 
as distinct from intensity, depends 
upon the sense of auditory space. A 
band leader, for instance, should 
have a strong feeling for the nuances 
of volume. 

Voluntary motor control: The re- 
sponsiveness to hands, or throat 
muscles, it is apparent, is of prime 
importance to pianist or singer. The | 
rapidity with which you can tap @ 
pencil on a table, it has been found, 
is a good index to the rapidity with 
which you can manipulate your fin- 
gers on the piano keys. Good motor 
control in one set of muscles indi- 
cates as a general thing good motor 
control in all. The candidate is 
tested in a series of rapid move- 
ments, which rates him for all man- 
ner of rapidity and dexterity. 

Musical memory, ear-mindedness, 
the ability to hear a tune in your 
mind (auditory imagery), voice con- 
trol, etc.; the musical tests refine 
themselves even to measurements of 
musical intellect. The fundamen- 
tals, though, rest. in pitch, intensity, 
time, rhythm, consonance and so on 
in decreasing importance. 


These tests, it is evident, will rate 
an individual’s ability at music very 
thoroughly, though for the topmost 
heights, such as the peaks of crea- 
tion, there will always remain the 
question of the subtle qualities of 
intellect.
